A re­ 
cent law provides Insurance protec­ 
tion for your families nuder Social 
Security regardless of whether you 
have ever had any covered employ­ 
ment. This does not mean that you 
will receive the payments yourself 
but rather that, in the event of your 
death, your survivors may be eli­ 
gible for insurance payments. 
Question: What are the conditions 
whereby 
survivors 
of 
veterans 
would be eligible for Social Secur­ 
ity? 
Answer: 
The following condi­ 
tion* are In the new law: 
L The veteran's death did not 
occur while he was still In military 
service, and also, that It did not oc­ 
cur later than three years after the 
date of his discharge. 
2. The veteran's survivors may re­ 
ceive 
Insurance 
protection 
even 
when he has always worked on a 
farm, has been self-employed or 
went Into the service from high 
school. It Is not necessary for the 
deceased veteran to have had a so­ 
cial security card or any covered 
employment. 
3. The veteran's survivors are not 
receiving compensation or pension 
from the Veterans Administration 
Compensation or pension does not 
include Government Life Insurance. 
4. The veteran was In military 
service on or after September 16. 
1640 and before the official end of 
the war. 
6. The veteran had at least OO 
days of service or, lf his service was 
It ss than OO days, It was terminated 
by reason of a service-connected or 
service-aggravated disability. 
I. The veteran was not dishonor­ 
ably discharged from military serv­ 
ice. 
Widows, children or parents of 
qualified World War ll. veterans 
who died before this change In the 
law. on August IO , 1046, and within 
three years after their discharge 
should file a claim for benefits at 
once. The survivors of such de 
ceased veterans should come to the 
Kensington Field Office to file a 
claim or write to this office.
